“There has been some talk about
effectively reforming the Employ-
ment Bureau of the Y. M. C. A, 1t
has been very plausibly contended
that this branch of the Association
is, und has been, quite useless. In-
deed it has heen alleged that some
of those who lLave applied to the
Employment  Committee  for as-
sistance in procuring work, were
treated with not only cold indiffer-
ence hut actual effrontery.  Their
applications seem to have been re-
garded as troublesome, and the
applicants frequently compluin that
they are questioned always with an
impertinent, and often with an in-
solent, swuggering tone of eritical
contempt. With this sort of manage-
ment it is scarcely surprising that
this bureau of the Y. M. C. A, has
bieen uselegs, or compatatively so.
There may, of course, hnve been a
fow instances wherein certain in-
dividuals of the Employment Com-
mittee have slightly aided a few
partics, whom they either took n
capricions interest in or considered
useful as tools, but the hard, dis-
agreeable fact still remains that the
Employment Burean is a failure.
However, while the reformation of
t1is branch of the Y. M. C. A. is
under consideration, it may also be
well to inquire into the prospect of
sicess; whitch the Employment
Bureau may properly expect under
the most favornble circnmstances.
There is already au clficient and
ably conducted employment oflice
i1 this city, which is entirely capuble
of meeting, ns far as it i8 possille,
a'l “wants’’ or applications for work,
However well the Y. M. C. A, Em-
ployment Bureau may be conducted
iu the future, as long as it remains
under the control of the association,
it cannot hy any possibility shott of
a miracle become popular, for the
simple renson’ thut the ¢lass of men
seeking employment have no faith
in the general principles and man-
agement of the association itself. In
view of this regretalle condition of
affairs, it might be advisable to
abolish the Employment Bureau
saltogether, thus circumscribing the
limited usefulness of the association
to n smaller sphiere, that it might be
more efficacious and not be spread
out so *‘thin as to be invisible."'—
P. C. A. May Tth.
